FEW DAYLIGHT RAIDS 
ON BRITAIN

' EDNESDAY night's raid on 


Plymouth, “though severe, 

was not on the heavy scale of 
previous raids,’’ according to the British 
official statement. Two of the raiders 
were brought down by anti-aircraft 

uns. 

. The British Air Ministry and Minis- 
try of Home Security last night stated: 

“Early this morning single enemy 
aircraft dropped bombs in Kent. 
Damage was not extensive, and there 
were few casualties.” 

German activity, says the Press 
Association, was confined to one or two 
hit-and-run attacks in south-east Eng- 
land coastal districts. One raider dropped 
a bomb and machine-gunned a town, 
but the damage was negligible, and 
there were no casualties, 

Several houses were damaged in 
another area, when one of two Messer- 
schmitt 109s released a bomb, but only 
two persons were injured. The other 
‘plane bombed an adjacent village with- 
out, however, causing anything worse 
than a few broken windows. 

Royal Air Force fighters shot down 
two raiding ’planes durmg the day, the 
first a bomber, off the south-east coast, 
and the other a fighter, on the Sussex 
coast. 

Raiding ‘planes were reported over 
Britain after dark last night. They 
were believed to be in the vicinity of 
East Anglia and m a southern area. 

The defences fiercely engaged raiders 
which attacked a district in southern 
England. 

Early to-day no big-scale raid had 
developed in any part of the country. 
The only concentration of raiders was 
in the south, where the raid was sharp, 
but not prolonged. It did not appear 
that a large number of German bombers 
took part in the attack. 

London, up to the same hour, had 
not had an ‘‘alert.”’ 


CRUISERS BOMBED AT 
BREST 


Another heavy raid was made upon 
the battle cruisers, Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau, and the docks at Brest on 
Wednesday night, according @ a 
British official report. 

The Brest attack, the eleventh since 
the two sea raiders took shelter there, 
was described by the Air Ministry as 
‘‘determined.’”” Many heavy bombs 
were dropped. The full results could 
not be observed, but one large fire 
and several small ones were seen. 

Coastal Command aircraft took part 
in the raid, and also bombed Le 
Havre, where they started a number of 
fires. None of the British aircraft 
is missing from these night o rate. 

The British communiqué adds -— “in 
daylight on Wednesday aircraft of the 
Bomber Command, attacking singly, 
bombed the important electricity power 
station at Ibbenburen, near Osnabruck, 
in North-West Germany. By skilful 
use of cloud cover, the aircraft reached 
their target and scored direct hits on 
it from a few hundred feet. There 
was a violent explosion in the main 
building, and debris was flung high 
into the air. 

‘‘A wireless station on the Dutch 
island of Terschelling was hit by other 
aircraft of the same command, and 
troops nearby were machine-gunned 
from a low level. Attacks were also 
made by aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand on enemy shipping off the Dutch 
coast. Three vessels, of which one 
was large, were hit and probably 
destroyed and others were damaged. 

‘From these operations in daylight 
one of our bombers is missing. 


HITS ON OTHER SHIPS. 


The Air Ministry News Service adds 
that two “flak” ships, some miles 
west of Borkum, were also attacked. 
The first was hit in a dive attack and 
a column of black smoke rose from its 
stern. The second one was bombed 
and the deck machine-gunned from 
only 20 feet. 

A close stick of bombs was dropped 
from stern to bow on a supply ship of 
about 8,000 tons, steaming in convoy, 
and columns of -team rose from her. 

“A coastal vessel of about 650 tons 
was also bombed with good effect. One 
of our bombers engaged a Heinkel 111. 
As the enemy passed overhead, at 
point blank range, a burst of 100 
rounds drove it off and it disappeared 
into cloud with a trail o* black smoke 
behind.” i 

The communiqué adds that aircraft 
of the Fighter Command destroyed two 
aircraft yesterday morning. The first, 
a bomber, was intercepted off the 
south-east coast and was shot down 
into the sea. The second, a fighter, 
was engaged over the Channel, and 
was shot down on the Sussex coast.

ON THE DESSIE ROAD, 
Thursday. 


After the fiercest battle of the entire 
Abyssinian campaign, South African 
troops have routed Italian forces hold- 
ing the mountain barricades before 
Dessie, 140 miles north-east of Addis 
Ababa, where the majority of the Duke 
of <Aosta’s forces are making a 
last stand. They have taken many 
prisoners and inflicted very heavy 
casualties on the enemy. es 

Emperor Haile Selassie’s Abyssinian 
forces operating with the South African 
troops have now cut the road to the 
Red Sea port of Assab, and are also 

reventing the enemy retreat into the 

anakil Desert to the east. Should 
they flee to the north along the road to 
Asmara, the Italians will run up 
against the British Imperial forces 
under General Platt, ‘pressing south, 
after their victory at Keren. 

The battle before Dessie, which 
reached its climax yesterday afternoon, 
was fought near the head of a gorge, 
running like a knife-cut into the west 
wall of the valley. The South Africans 
found the enemy sitting 5,000-feet up 
on the mountain heights, and grimly 
pouring a hail of machiné-gun -ballets 
and mortar and artillery fire at the 
attacking forces. Men from Natal 
climbed the mountains on the right 
flank to dislodge the Bersaglieri. and 
other Italian units. 

The British troops before Dessie are 
part of a force tased on Addis Ababa 
whose area of cperations is ‘equal to 
the whole of Great Britain. It can be 
compared with a force based on Bir- 
mingham, with columns on the Scottish 
border, Liverpool, Bristol, and Dover.

Greece at Bay 

Fighting in Greece continues with 
undiminished violence, and, while German 
pressure is increasing, the resistance of 
the British and Dominion troops shows 
no sign of abatement. Since the collapse 
of Yugoslavia’s defences the Graeco- 
British forces have been at a grave dis- 
advantage. They have been required to 
bear the full brunt of the German offen- 
sive, which had been prepared with 
customary thoroughness; and, although 


‘| they have been fighting with unparalleled 


bravery, they have been assailed with such 
a weight of material and such masses of 
men that they have been forced to retreat. 
For the first time since the war began the 
Germans have met men who have been 
able to give them battle on equal terms. 
Hitherto Marshal Keitel’s legions have 
met with little, or no, opposition. They 
walked through the Low Countries, having 
taken the Dutch and the Belgians com- 
pletely by surprise. During the Polish 
campaign their mechanised divisions 
ploughed their way through the flower 
of Poland’s chivalry ; and even in France, 
although individual units defended them- 
selves with characteristic gallantry, the 
mass of the French Army simply crumpled 
up under the hammer blows of General 
von Brauchitsch’s tanks and General 
Milch’s dive-bombing aeroplanes. The 


Yugoslav Army was ill-prepared to offer’ 


serious resistance to a modern army, with 
the result that the Germans had a fairly 
easy passage. Whatever may be the outcome 
of this dreadful war, the heroism of the 
Greeks will stand out as one of the most 
remarkable achievements of the human 
race in our times. They have fought 
against stupendous odds; and the mere 
fact that the Germans had to be called 
in to quell them compels the admiration 
of the whole world. The battle that is 
being waged now is a fight primarily 
between the attacking Germans and the 
defending “ Anzacs.’’ The Australians 
and New Zealanders are at a terrible 
disadvantage in respect of numbers. They 
were withdrawn from North Africa, having 
been largely responsible for the dramatic 
victories of the British Army of the Nile 
in Libya; but General Wavell was caught 
on the horns of a fearful dilemma, being 
forced to retain sufficient forces in the 
Western Desert to defend Egypt against 
the advancing Germans, and at the same 
time to send troops to Greece in order to 
fulfil Great Britain’s pledge to her 
hardly-pressed ally. 

The Australian and New Zealand troops 
have no superiors as fighting men. In the 
historic Pass of Thermopyle they have 
proved once again, as their fathers proved 
on the beaches of Gallipoli, that the breed 
of Australasia is without a peer; and 


during the last few days chapters have 


been, written in military history that will 
endure so long as red blood flows in men’s 
veins. No man can tell what will happen 
in Greece. As we write, conflicting reports 
indicate that the British and Dominion 
troops who are defending Athens are giving 
a glorious» account of themselves; but it 
would be idle to deny that, from the 
Allied point of view, the situation is 
The British Air Force 
has been giving magnificent assistance to 
the land armies; but here, again, the 
Germans have a numerical superiority. The 
fact is that the Royal Air Force was out- 


numbered in Greece, as it was outnumbered 


in France and Flanders last summer ; hnd, 
although appalling havoc has been wrought 
among the advancing Germans, Marshal 
von Liszt has so many troops and so many 
aeroplanes at his disposal that the British 
pilots are faced with a heart-breaking task. 


So far, the Greco-British line remains 
intact. The Greek armies that were 
operating in the north seem to have 


capitulated, without the consent, or even 
the knowledge, of King George and his 
Government. The King and his advisers 
have gone to Crete, whence they propose 
to continue the struggle for Greek inde- 
pendence. They will have the full support 
of the British Navy, which still holds the 
supremacy in the Eastern Mediterranean ; 
but the fact must be faced by everybody 
concerned that the chances of a successful 


‘stand ou the mainland do not appear at 


the moment to be hopeful. It is easy to 
blame the British High Command for the 
inadequacy of the forces that were sent to 
Greece; but it must be remembered that 
the primary object of British strategy is 
to safeguard the shores of Great Britain. 
The danger of a German invasion is ever 
present. The German strategists are no 
fools, and they have contrived to keep a 
huge British army immobilised within the 
United Kingdom. The Germans, as well 
as the British, know that victories in 


Greece or in North Africa, however 


spectacular they may be, never can decide 


this war. In order to conquer the British, 
the Germans must either occupy the 
tarritory of Great Britain or starve out 
hur people. For that reason, while foreign 
reverses may be irritating and even costly, 
Mr. Churchill’s Government probably is 
wise in its resolve to concentrate its main 
efforts on the defences of Great Britain. 
The Greeks, like the Yugoslavs, may fall 
by the way; but a British victory in the 
long run will restore them. Such, at any 
rate, is their hope; and it is towards that 


end that Mr. Winston Churchill and his 


British and American supporters are 


striving. 


Urbs Intacta 


A few more bombs dropped on this city 
of Dublin by ‘unidentified sircraft”’ 
might do it more good than harm! 
Its complacency is going beyond all 
reasonable bounds. Minister after Minister 
has warned its half-million citizens that, 
while they have been enabled to enjoy 


‘the blessings of neutrality for nineteen 


months, there is no reason to assume that 
they will continue to enjoy them 
indefinitely, and that they must keep the 
possibility of war ever present before their 
eyes. Yet most of the people of Dublin

upon tens of thousands of them. The 
number of young men who have joined the 
Army, the Local Defence Force, the Local 
Security Force, the A.R.P. -services, the 
| Auxiliary Fire Service, or any other part 
of the country’s mechanism of defence, is 
small in comparison with the number of 
those who have stood aloof. We know 
that the strength of all these services 
would be increased fourfold if an attack 
should be made upon this city; but it is 
wrong to wait until then. The need is 
not then, but now. The citizen who 
enlists now is worth half-a-dozen citizens 
who will enlist then. Enlisting now, he 
goes immediately into training, and, by 
the time when the real emergency occurs, 
he will have received, at any rate, a 
certain amount of the instruction that 
will make all the difference between a 
skilled man and a novice. In the case 
of those who cannot join an active branch 
of the defence services, the need of an 
immediate.comprehension of the state of 
affairs is equally great. The present 
ration of tea-is one-half of an ounce in 
the week; no petrol whatsoever is avail- 
able legally for private motorists; bread 
has been darkened in colour ; farmers have 
been ordered to place a certain proportion 
of their land under tillage; dimness has 
replaced the lights of Dublin; it has 
become difficult to obtain one’s favourite 
brand of cigarettes after such-and-such 1 
date of the month. These restrictions arc 
necessary, and must be accepted ; but the 
point is that they must be accepted with 
understanding and with ready obedience. 
If ever this nation of ours is involved in 
War we may have to face far more severe 
curtailments of our normal appetites—and 
we may as well get into practice. We are 
far too ready to read the latest Govern- 
ment Order, grumble duly, put up with it 
—or cheat our way out of it, as the case 
may be—and then, accepting the new 
order of things, carry on as if the war was 
on the moon. This sort of conduct 
simply will not do. Every citizen is in 
the front line; bombs fall, like the rain, 
upon the just and unjust, upon the soldier 
and the civilian, alike; and, as every one 
of us has the same liabilities, so every 
one has a similar obligation—which is to 
do his best for his country. The young, 
and the somewhat young, will find active 
work to perform. The old will find, at 
least, a burden to bear; and in the 
manner of their bearing of it there may 
be a lesson and an inspiration.

Cheap Editions 


According to a writer in the Manchester 
Guardian, Mr. Samuel Lowe, a New York 
publisher, claims to have sold over 
60,000,000 books last year. It is hard 
sometimes to realise the full significance 
of so large a number, but 60,000,000 books 
would allow every man, woman and child 
in Ireland—including the six counties of 
Northern Ireland—about fourteen books 
to read in the year. This stupendous figure 
was reached mainly through the sale of 
one particular type of book—the cheap 
edition. ‘The greater part of Mr. Lowe's 
books cost anything from 10 to 25 cents 
apiece. At the present time the cheap 
edition is very much in demand, both here 
and in America. Its popularity began, 
no doubt, with the publication of the 
“penny dreadful,’’ but was on the wane 
until the appearance of the new series of 
Penguin Bodks revived interest in this 
form of literature. The example set by 
the Penguin Books was followed by most 
of the other publishers, and it is now 
possible to read the work of virtually any 
well-known author in a sixpenny edition. 
The scope of the subject-matter also has 
been enlarged so as to include drama, 
poetry, the arts, science and religion. The 
latest venture of the Penguin publishers 
is the issue of a new series called “ King " 
Penguins. These books cost the modest 
sum of one shilling, are bound in 
stiff cardboard, and contain a number of 
excellent colour reproductions. The age 
of the leather-bound, gilt-edged tome is 
past; the sixpenny edition has come into 
its own. Many people who would hesitate 
to spend half-a-guinea or even half-a- 
crown on a book about art or science, in 
which they are only partly interested, 
would have no hesitation in ‘‘taking a 
chance on it” for sixpence. If the book 
interests them, they then can read it 
thoroughly; if it does not interest them, 
it can be thrown aside with small financial 
loss. The one criticism of the Penguin 
Books and of all cheap editions which 
could be made is the fact that the books 
themselves—with their soft paper covers— 
do not stand up to the wear and tear of 
everyday life. They are an excellent 
introduction to an author or to a book, 
but, once the book has secured for itself 
a place in the book-shelf at the head of 
the bed, it must be replaced by a copy of 
more substantial build» Attempts have 
been made to produce reading cases and 
stiff back covers which can be fitted on to 
the ‘‘sixpennies ” afterwards, but, since 
these éases cost every bit as much as the 
book itself, they more or less defeat their 
own object. The sixpenny edition is an 
ideal form of book within its limitations; 
certainly no other form of book could 
achieve so large a sale as sixty million 
copies in one year.

SKIN AND CANCER 
"HOSPITAL 


NEED FOR PUBLIC HELP 


Last year there were 3.573 deaths from 
cancer in Eire, and 74,000 from the same 
disease in England, said Mr. F. S. Veltom, 
chairman of the ity of Dublin Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, Hume street Dublin, speak- 
ing at the annual general meeting, held in 
the hospital yesterday. 

They were faced with an increase ‘in overall 
expenditure of 20 per cent., and the cost of 
provisions alone had advanced by 335 per 
cent. He emphasised the vital necessity of 
‘weer assistance for the finances of the 
ospital. During the vear the number of 
patients admitted was 534. Applications for 
admission had been received from all parts 
of Ireland, but owing to restricted accom- 
modation many patients were forced to wait 
for two or three weeks before being admitted. 

The work of the X-ray repartment had 
increased considerably, and during the vear 
5,964 cases were treated. The. out-patients’ 
department was also working to full capacity, 
and there were 13,491 attendances. Over 10 

r cent. were treated free, and small con- 
tributions for medicines and dressings were 
accepted in other cases. Mr. Veltom thanked 
the Minister for Local Government for pay- 
ing their deficit for 1939. 

The hon. treasurer reported that the total 
expenditure for the year exceeded the total 
income by £878. 

Mr. Justice Conor Maguire, President of 
the High Courts; moving the adoption of the 
treasurer's report, said that he understood 
that distinct progress was being made in the 
treatment of cancer. There was no doubt 
that an institution as soundly managed as 
was the City of Dublin Skin and Cancer 
Hospital would overcome present difficulties. 

Mr. Charles Campbell, K.C,, seconding the 
motion, hoped that the public would realise 
that the hospital was worthy of much more 
support than it received. 

The motion was passed. 

Moving that the hospital was worthy of 
support, the Right Hon. James McMahon, 
P.C., said that they had seen how big- 
hearted the public was. The Belfast horror 
that occurred the other day had made people 
forget the barriers created by politics and 
religion. If a little ofthis kindness was 
shown to that hospital it would relieve a 
great deal of worry and anxiety. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. E. S. 
Williams, and passed. Mr. F. S. Veltom 
was re-elected chairman on the motion of Mr. 
J. G. Cogan, seconded by Dr. Myles Keogh, 
and the committee of management and the 
officers were unanimously re-elected.

A Church Commission

Already many thousands of 
photographs have been taken and, stored 
away in a safe place, but the commission 
welcome all they can get, and, in response 
to their appeal, there is a steady stream 
from nearly every neighbourhood. Work is

I do recommend you most earnestly, if 
you have not yet visited the Mount Street 
Club’s exhibition, to pay a call there 
without further delay. Most of my readers 
must be familiar by now with the aims, 
aspirations and achievements of this really 
remarkable club, but I still come across 
people who ask me what it all means: 
so that it is partly to save myself trouble 
that I hereby urge them to go and find 
out for themselves. 

And, having visited the exhibition, find 
time for a visit either to the club itself 
or to its farm at Clondalkin—or preferably 
to both. I am sure that the authorities 
will be only too delighted to offer you a 
ready welcome; for, unless I am very 
much mistaken, they regard their venture 
almost in the light of a mission, and thei- 
chief ambition is to see the club’s 
principles given a chance all over Ireland. 


Progress 


My own acquaintance with the Mount 
Street Club dates from its verv early 
days, when I was brought on a tour of 
inspection by Major “Jim ” Waller. The 
premises in Mount street were not nearly 
so well equipped then, and the range of 
its activities was not nearly so wide; ret 
beth premises al@pactivities were sufficient 
to open my eves. 

Inasmuch, however, as I have always 
heen an “ impressionist’’ rather than a 
faithful recorder of facts, the thing that 
impressed me most deeply was not the 
actual work, but the attitude of the 
members. 

There was one elderly man, I remember.

The two-headed match that you advocate

If, therefore, the suggestion were 
adopted, it would be advisable to have 


the matches packed parallel to the open- 
ing, as is done with one familiar brand. 

An alternative safeguard in the case of 
single-headed sulphur matches would be 
for the manufacturers to place an em- 
bossed imprint marked “push ” on the 
end of the box opposite to the heads.

A Proctamation. 

Whereas an attempt, instigated and de- 
signed by the foreign enemies of our King 
and country to incite rebellion in Ireland, 
and thus endanger the safety of the U.K., 
has been made by a reckless, though small, 
body of men, who have been guilty of in- 
surrectionary acts in the City cf Dublin, 

Now, we, Ivor Churchill, Baron Wim- 
borne, Lord . Lieutenant-General, and 
Governor-General of Ireland, do hereby warn 
all His Majesty's subjects that the sternest 
measures are being, and will be, taken for 
the prompt suppression of the existing dis- 
turbances and the restoration of order. 

And we do hereby enjoin all loyal and law- 
abiding citizens to abstain from any acts or 
conduct which might interfere with the 
action of the Executive Government, and, in 
particular, we warn all citizens of the danger 
of unnecessarily frequenting the streets and 
public places, or of assembling in crowds.

legal would determine the matter so 
far as the High Court was concerned.
